Germans Feel Effect of Their Own | |

Rerteat North of Avre Speeded up Since Fall of Chaulnes—French

Aug. 28.—The German retreat north 
of the Avre river has been far more 


speedy since the fall of Chaulnes than 
previously. Vigorously pursued by 
French troops and harassed by their 
own mustart gun shells, which they 
left behind and which are being fir- 
ed from German guns by French gun- 
ners, the enmy is making haste to 
cross the River Ingon, in the region 
of Nesle, and the Canal du Nord. 
General Debeny’s men, without 
great opposition, advanced four and a 
half miles during the night and Wed- 
nesday morning their cavalry was up- 
on Neele, close to the retiring enemy 
The pursuit toward the Canal du Nord 
slackened this morning when the en- 
emy's artillery of all calibles main- 
tained a strong fire west of the canal. 
After Chaunles fell, Gomiecourt, to 
the north, and Septfours were taken 
by the French, while later Cressy, 
Balatre, Champion and Roiglise, be- 
tween Nesle and Roye, were captured 
and more than a score of other villages 
occupied.

son Roye is still inaccessible for occu- 
pation. The Germans were not able 
to use all the gas projectiles they 
brought to the present front, and large 
dumps of them fell into French hands.

German guns the French first army 
has taken since August 8th. The 
French third army also attacked to- 
day, occupying Dives and pushing 
eastward to Vauchelles, less than half 
a mile from Noyon, the fall of which 
appears to be only a question of hours 
if the French so elect. 

With the French in posession of 
Noyon the Germans will only have 
their positions to the northeast, In the 
hills along the Oise, and in the north- 
west, on the bank of the Canal du 
Nord, to protect their retreat to the 
forest of St. Gobain and the Hinden- 
burg lne. 

It is not considered possibile (hat the 
enemy retreat will halt on the Oise, 
so close are French pressing them. 
The French patrols reached the region 
of Bethancourt this afternoon. 

The crossing of the canal and 
river Somme in that region by 
French troops would create the gravest 
menace to the safety of the enemy 
troops and material still south of the 
river. This explains the sacrifice of 
an immense quantity of material in 
the region between Roye and the Canal 
du Nord in order to accelerate’ the 
retrograde movement, which in some 
places has been so rapid that contact 
between the French advance guards 
and the enemy's machine gun sections 
proaecting the German rear has almost 
been broken.

Co-operate with the British 
Division That Has Won 
Renown During War

WITH THE CANADIAN ARMY IN 
THE FIELD, Aug. 27; 6 p.m., via Lon-

Canadian force is fighting on a wide 
front north and south of the Scarpe 
river approximately from Gavrelle to 
Croisilles, but in this undertaking it 
is co-operating with the British divis- 
jon, This division has deservedly at- 
tained prominence in the roll of fame 
of the British army north of the 
Scarpe river. Today it captured Gav- 
relle and advanced generally. This

line south of the Scarpe river immedi- 
ately west of Pelves thence southeast 
passing between Jigsaw Wood and 
Sart Wood, Then ce in a generally 
southeasterly direction to well east of 
Cerisy and Fontaine - les - Croisilies, 
From here the line is continued by 
other Scottish forces to the western 
outskirts of Croisilles. Jigsaw Wood 
is @ very hard nut to crack, being 
situated in high and difficult ground 
filed with machine gun posts and wire. 
One of our battalions suffered a 
temporary reverse last evening, being 
forced to fall back 1,000 yards, but 
re-capturing most of it during the 
night. By a lucky chance we here 
inflicted heavy losses upon the enemy. 
A concentration of our heavy guns, 
assisted by bombing planes, upon the 
wood had been planned for 7 o'clock, 
the very hour chosen by the enemy for 
@ massed counter-attack. For this 
purpose the 35th German division had 
been brought up hurriedly by train 
and motor lorries. The hurricane of 
fire broke upon their massed forma- 
ton Just ‘as ,they deveuphed, am. Sb: 
Account for Many Units 
Prior to this, the troops here en- 
gaged had accounted for every unit 
of the 214th enemy division, save for 
a single battalion. Nevertheless, later 
in the evening, his troops came on in 
waves from both the Jigsaw and Sart 
woods, only to break down before our 
indomitable infantry, supported on 
either flank by the withering fires of 
our machine gunners. This morning 
we stormed Sart Wood and advanced 
on Boiry-Notre Dame. Further south, 
other troops captured Cerisy_ opening 
the way for an advancé ; B.sgz tha 
Cambrai road and leading to tne cap- 
ture this afternoon of Vis-en-Artois. 
In the meantime the Highlanders far-

AMERICANS IN 
SAME POSITION 
AS CANADIANS 


Married Men Not Drafted Until | 
Canadians Of Same Status 
Lalled. 


Every American citizen within the 
draft age whether living in the U.S. or 
Canada is eligtble for military service 
and liable to be called whether mar- 
ried or single. But if married men 
living in Canada do not choose to re- 
spond to the call of thelr country and 
go there to report for service, but re- 
main in Canada, they may join the 
Canadian army. However they are not 
compelled to do so until the men of 
their status are called to the Canadian 
colors, 

This ts in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the newt treaty between 
Canada and tha U.S.A. 

A telegram from U.S. Secretary of 
State Lansing says: 

“American citizens in Canada are 
not understood by the department to 
be affected by the terme of the con- 
vention until Canadians in the same 
status become liable, whereupon the 
thirty-day period prescribed by the 
convention applies to American eilti- 
zens.”

Farmers are becoming aware of the 
disabilities under which they lie; their 
masters are becoming bolder.

unitedly putting farming on a business

Farming, considered from the point 
of view of business, d6es not pay. Peo- 
ple, because of their nature-loving 
type, stay with it, not because it pays, 
but in spite of the fact that it does not 
pay. Governmental experimental farms 
granting them free equipment to begin 
on out of the public money are never 
self-supporting. Their hands are in 
the public pockets all the time to keep) 
them going at all.

Why the Change? 

Sir Thomas Shaughnessy says he 
not opposed to the Government 
taking over the railways; but 
ae the publie to be sure they 
want Government ownership be- 
re they go in for it. His words 
ay have a sobering effect upon 
jome who seem to imagine that 
aking over the railways and their 
iabilities and putting them under 
anagement of the Government 
rid automatically solve the 
: blem of cheap and efficient 
transportation. Sir Thomas’ atti- 
tude to the proposal appears to be 
that of the United States railway 
magnates—one of benevolent neu- 
trality, if not even of unexpressed 
pproval, Why this sudden cessa- 
ion of antagonism on the part of 
frailway men to the proposition 
that the public take over the 
roads? Things were not ever thus. 
Tt almost suggests that in the opin- 
ion of those best qualified to judge 
the ‘‘palmy days’’ of the railroad 
business have gone, and that with 
the changed industrial and other 
conditions in prospect they think 
this would be a good time to sell 
out at a satisfactory price. This 
changed disposition on the part of 
the railroad owners and operators 
is one the public would do well to 
make note of and do some thinking 
about. If the railroaders are be- 
gining to have doubts about the 
future of the business the publie 
should be chary about ‘‘loading 
up’’ with railways, 


Double Satisfaction. 


One of the Edmonton packing 
plants shipped fifty carloads of 
pork and beef to the Allies last 
week, Huge as it is, this consign- 
ment is only a small fraction of 
the supplies sent overseas from the 
local plants during the war. The 
stock-growing industry in central 
and northern Alberta is already a 
business of enormous proportions, 
and one whose opportunity for ex- 
pansion is almost without limit. 
Edmonton is the centre of that in- 
dustry, and the location here of the 
stockyards and packing plants 
guarantees its position. On the 
business done by the plants and at 
the yards a margin of profit re- 
mains in the city and goes to the 
betterment of general business con- 
ditions. The cash income to the 
community from the turnover of 
stock and meat products is al- 
ready a very large factor in the 
local business system, and it will 
become a steadily inereasing fac- 
tor as these operations extend, If 
it had no other contributing fac- 
tors, the location of packing plants 
in the centre of a vast district so 
admirably adapted to the produc- 
tion of meat animals would in it- 
self assure the future of Edmonton 
as a large city and a city of busi- 
ness stability. 

At the moment, of course, the 
shipment of this large amount of 
‘meat oversea is gratifying chiefly 
because it is a contribution to the 
food supplies for our army and our 
Allies. But it does not lessen the 
satisfaction to know that the inci 
dental benefits resulting from the 
production and preparation of this 
great quantity of food came to the 


farmers of central and northern 
Alberta and to Edmonton, instead 
of going to farmers in some other 
district and to the up-building of 
some other city.

The success of Foch’s masterly 
counter-stroke on the Marne has turn- 
ed the tide for the Allies, but it is wild- 
est extravagance to say the end is now 
insight. The message of Lloyd George 
to the British people on the fourth an-| 
niversary of the British Empire's entry | 
into the yar, dramatically promulgated | 
at the same hour throughout the em-! 
pire, was summed up in the warning, | 
“Hold fast! the battle is not yet won.” 
British and French leaders are fully 
alive to the dangers of over-confi- 
dence at this stage of the garne. Few 
things would work more directly into 
the hands of the enemy than for a 
spirit of over-confidence to take po- 
session of the public mind, slowing up 
preparations and toning down the war- 
like mood which must be preserved if 
the enemy is tu be given the knock-out 
blow, The American public, elated, 
and justly so, over the showing made 
by our fighting forces, especially needs 
to be warned of the dangers of undue} 


| optimism. 


In Foch's counter-offensive the Am- 
erican soldiers have shown themselves 
in attack the equals of France's best, 
and that is saying a great deal for a 
new army. Our newspapers have play- 
ed un the daring exploits of our men 
to the limit, and it has made good 
reading for the American public. The 
resultehas been that a great many 
have come to believe that Germany 
can't stand the pace our men are set- 
ting, and that 
months until the war is over. We 
laugh at what appears to us the 
clumsy effort Ludenaorff makes to lead 
the German people to believe that his 
recent retirement was in reality an- 
other German victory, but what about 
the way we are deceiving ourcelves?

Only 8 Survivors Of Passengers 
And Crew Of Steamer 


Torpedoed. 


London, Aug, 28——Details of the 
ftinking of the French steamer Lydiana | 
on the north coast of Spain on July 
16, show that the crew of the German | 
submarine deliberately murdered most} 
of the thirty-eight persons lost. There 
were only eight survivors out of the! 
46 of the crew and passengers” on) 
board. 

The U-boat torpedoed the vessel 
withomt warning, killing several of the 
crew. While a boat was being low- 
ered from the Lydiana a second tor- 
pedo struck the vessel, The boat was) 
torn from its davits but she kept her 
keel, Seeing this, the submarine 
The 
enemy then turned and rammed a 
second boat, which had been aunched 
successfully. A young man cf 23, one 
of the passeneers, was thrown high in 
the air by the impact and instantly 
killed The captain of the Lydiana 
was killed in the same crash. The 
Germans endeavored to sink a raft 
carrying the remaining survivors. At 
first their efforts were mithout suc- 
cess. When one of the officers of the) 
ship left the raft to swim back to the 
sinking Lydiana, the submarine turn- 
ed and the officer was killed by its 
propellors. 

After finally disposing of the Lyd- 
jana by shell fire, the U-boat made a 
sixth and successful attempt to ram 
the raft, amid laughter from the U- 
boat's captain and crew. The sub- 
marine then turned and disappeared 
toward the east. The eight survivors 
were picked up from the sea by pa- 
trol boats.
